2. Patentees paid the issue fee on February 1 1 , 2004 and inadvertently 
included "CANON KABUSHIKI KAISHA, TOKYO, JAP ANT' as the sole assignee on the 
issue fee transmittal (Form PTOL-85). A copy of the Form PTOL-85 is attached as Exhibit 
2. 

3. An assignment of the above-identified application to CANON 
KABUSHIKI KAISHA, and HITACHI, LTD. was filed in the Patent Office on January 18, 
2001, which assignment was recorded at Reel 01 1452, Frame 0093, with a recordation date 
of January 18, 2001. A copy of the recorded assignment, together with a copy of the 
Notice Of Recordation, are attached as Exhibit 3. 

4. On April 2, 2004, Patentees filed a Request under 37 C.F.R. § 3.81(b) to 
Issue Patent in Name of Assignee (the Request) together with a check in the amount of 
$130.00 to cover the processing fee under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .17(i), as is evidenced by a copy of 
the postcard with the PTO stamp of receipt thereon. (See Exhibit 4). 

5. U.S. Patent No. 6,730,916 Bl issued on May 4, 2004, bearing "CANON

The Commissioner is respectfully requested to waive 37 C.F.R. § 3.81(a) 
and permit correction of the Assignee name after issuance of the patent, by granting the 
request for Certificate of Correction filed concurrently herewith, and reprinting the cover 
page of the Letters Patent to correct the Assignees' information. In particular, on the cover 
page at (73) Assignee, "Canon Kabushiki Kaisha, Tokyo (JP)" should be changed to 
-Canon Kabushiki Kaisha, Tokyo (JP) and Hitachi Ltd., Tokyo (JP)--. The error noted in 
item 2 above (i.e., the failure to include this information on the Form PTOL-85) was an 
inadvertent error made by the Patentees' attorney and the correction is within the interests 
of justice, especially since the Patent and Trademark Office was respectfully requested to 
correct that error in the Request identified in item 4 above, prior to issuance of the patent. 
The undersigned believes this Petition is in compliance with the requirements set forth in 
M.P.E.P. §§ 307 and 1481.
